HUCH CASH READY 


FOR F | M LOANS 


Comptroller Williams Esti- 
mates Total Available 
at $500,000,000. 


Washington. June 18.—Comptroller of 
the Currency Williams 
estimated 
that 
about 
$500.000.000 
in 
national 
banks 
throughout the United States is avail- 
able for farm mortgage loans under the 
provision of the federal reserve act mak- 
ing it possible for national banking as- 
sociations to lend money on improved 
farm lands. 


Scores of inquiries concerning this pro- 
vision 
reach 
the treasury 
department 
daily and there does not . seem to be a 
general understanding that the farm loan 
clause of the act is now in force and 
makes it possible for national banks to 
make farm loans before the formal or- 
ganization of the federal reserve board. 


The estimate of Comptroller Williams 
is based on reports showing the capital 
stock and surplus of national banks to 
be $1,777,000,000. 
Twenty-five per cent 
of this amount, or $444,500,000. is avail- 
able for farm loans. 
Furthermore 
the 
act pro^•ides that the national banks may 
grant farm loans up to 33 1-3 per cent 
of their time deposits. 
Banks with largo 
deposits -will be able to far exceed the 
sum they could lend on farms under the 
25 per cent clause and the estimate of 
Mr. Williiims is believed to be conserva- 
tive. 
Farm loans under this act .are not 
to be made for longer than five years 
and the amount of each loan is not to 
exceed fifty per cent -of the actual value 
of the farm offered as security.

The increase of over $80,000 
in collections this spring is largely ac- 
counted for by the increase in the value 
of improvements, though the state tax 
rate accounts 
for 
some 
of it. 
Fort 
AVayne's ^owth 
and improvement in 
numerous -ways is adding constantly to 
the taxable valuation and this appears 
in the tax collections. 


Of the money collected this spring the 
city gets ,$230.270.70. Out of the settle- 
ment soon to be made the state will re- 
ceive $145,872.055, 
which' includes all 
school interest, docket fees and levies 
for state funds. 


This year's cash funds are increased 
by $15,500, less roati receipts redeemed, 
than in 1913. under the operation of the 
law which prevents railroads from work- 
ing out more than $20 of its road taxes 
in an.y one township. 


The total delinquency this year is 
$385.60 more than a year ago, which 
may be mainly accounted for by the 
increase in collections, of which it rep- 
resents a very small percentage. In 1908 
the total delinquency was $181,000.

Revenues. 


This is still a billion-dollar coimtry. It is begining to 
'be plainl}^ evident tliat congressional appropriation bills 
to provide for the next fiscal year are going to reach a 
total considerably in excess of that sum, and higher than 
those of any previous year. Democratic plans for a re- 
duction of govemmentai expenses have gone awry, but it 
has been in the face of demands of an unusual character 
that could scarcely be foreseen. 


Chief of these, of course, has been the Mexican trou- 
ble, wMch has been a source of continuous outlay over and 
above the ordinary run of goveimnentai affairs, and no- 
body is yet able to toll vrhere the expense is going to end. 
It has cost a lot of money to occupy Vera Cruz and state, 
war and navy departments have been compelled to face 
heavy extraordinarv expenses by reason of the Mexican 
• iinbroglio. The ^VJaskan railway undertaking is another 
Í3ig thing financially, and we have not yet been able to end 
the expenditures for the Panama canal, w hich have been 
averaging $35,000,000 a year, and where some $320,000,- 
000 of Uncle Sam's money has been necessaiy to date. 


The rivers and harbors bül has been increased by 
senate amendment until it now calls for practically $53,- 
000,000, and while there is a lively fight on some of its 
''pork barrel" features, the probability is that it wiU be 
but little reduced from this figure by the time it passes. 
Up to this time the democratic leaders have been able to 
prevent the appearance of a X3ublic building bül, and it 
may be possible that this always pretentious expense can 
be eliminated, to the saving of from $30,000,000 to $50,000,- 
000. Turning to the question of how these expenditures 
are to be met, it is interesting to note that while the re- 
ceipts from income tax are falling below the estimates, the 
tariff and the internal revenue receipts are exceeding the 
totals used as a basis of computation, so that, tremendous 
as the job of providing the money would seem, the balance 
promises to be retained on the right side of the ledger. 


A Los Angeles judge who inflicted a fine of $150 and a 
stiff lecture as a penalty for carrying a revolver suggested 
in all seriousness a law providing for ten years in prison 
for the gun-toter. Measured by its possibilities for harm, 
the practice deserves the most drastic treatment and the 
punishment advocated may not be unduly severe after all. 
The man who carries a pistol is merely piling up trouble 
both for himself and for others, as multiplied instances in 
Fort Wayne and elsewhere have shown time and again. It 
has never ser\^ed a good purpose, and the practice is whol- 
l y unjustified in the case of the individual in the ordinary 
walks of life. If you're tempted to carry a pistol, don't. 


The condition of Colonel Roosevelt's throat which has 
led physicians to forbid him taking the stump in the cam- 
paign this faU is to be sincerely regretted, for his absence 
from the platform will rob the contest of a good deal of its 
spectacular attractiveness. However, the colonel will still 
be abe to write and to make motions, and that will help 
some. 


Word from Washington is to the general effect that 
scores of new fourth-class postoffice appointments for In- 
diana are to ba ¡nade within a very short time. This will 
be cheering news to a good many small-town aspii'ants 
who have clung to hope with infinite difficulty in the face 
of grave doubt whether after all the true patriot is proper- 
ly appreciated in this land of the free. 


The Fourth of July spirit is manif esting itself so ^arly 
in Fort Wayne this year that the police départment has 
found it necessary to issue an order forbidding the sale of 
preworks prior to July 3. When one comes to think of it, 
that will leave ample time both for the youngster to har- 
rest his crop of burned fingers and lacerations and for the 
' jeneral public to get its fill of miñe.

SOURCES OF ELECTRICITY. 


(Pittsburg Dispatch,.) 


Thomae A. Edisoii has predicted th.it 
electricity will some day be derived di- 
rect from coal Avithovit any interaiediate 
process. 
This is an indication of the 
san^ine spirit which inspires the lead- 
ers in that branch of science. 
Some 
claim that it has already been fulfilled 
in part by the use of culm at the mines 
to drive dymamos for the production of 
electrical pov^'er, transmitted thence by 
wire to "wherever it is needed. 
But no 
one has devised a method of generating 
electrical power 
from coal except by 
driving a dynamo which involves a big 
waste of the power in coal. 


To discover a direct method of. pro- 
duction would establish a great econo- 
my. but it would not effect the greatest 
saving that is among the possibilities. 
Waterpower, for instance, is naturally 
much cheaper. 
But even if the supply 
of falling: water were equal to the pow- 
er demanded in the present and future, 
its liability to monopolization would be 
a weak point. 
With the fact that the 
waterpower sites are hardly equal to 
the present demand its supply for an 
immense 
future 
expansion is 
quite 
doubtful. 


There is, however, one of the elements 
to which comparatively little attention 
has yet been paid, namely air in motion. 
We believe that there are scattered in- 
stances in which windmills have been 
used to supply electrical energy to etor- 
atre batteries 
whence light, heat and 
power have been drawn. 
Without ex- 
pert information we are under the im- 
pression that the cost of storage bat- 
teries is the main 
obstacle to an im- 
mense development in that line for lo- 
calities where water-power is not avail- 
able and coal is too costly. 
Evidently 
if storage batteries can be made cheap, 
the generation of electrical 
power by 
windmills is capable of taking the wid- 
est and most popular forms. 


SCHOOLS TO HELP FIND JOBS. 


(Kansas City Star.) 


The schools aim to prepare young peo- 
ple for more efficient living. ïtisanat- 
iiral extension of school idea to help the 
graduates place themselves in industrial 
positions for 
which 
they are fitted. 
Many a boy gets into a blind alley by 
pickinsr some occupation that leads no- 
where, 
when he might, with a little 
more competent advice, tind a position 
with at least a chance for advancement. 
The experimental work already done in 
the Kansas City schools to help the grad- 
uates find jobs has 
demonstrated the 
possibility of developing a school em- 
ployment bureau into a thoroughly ear- 
viceable part of the educational system. 
This bureau will be in a specially good 
position to know the 
capablities and 
the natural aptitudes of the boys and 
girls for whom the positions are sought. 


It ought to be able to bring the job 
and the applicant 
together with the 
least possible çhance of mistake. 
Its 
efforts should be able to keep many a 
round peg from getting into a square 
hole.

Washington, June 18.—Vigorous op- 
position to that part of the administra» 
tion anti-trust legislation which would 
bring the interurban electric railways of 
the country under supervision of the in- 
terstate commerce commission was ox- 
pressed yesterday 
before 
the senate 
committee on interstate commerce by 
four Indiana magnates.

Indianapolis;

"We have a very efficient commission 
in Indiana," said Mr. Henry. "It has as 
broad powers to deal with the interur- 
ban companies as the interstate com- 
merce commission. 
It understands and 
knows every detail of our business and' 
it would be a mistake to transfer juris- 
diction to the interstate commerce com' 
mission, which is so overwhelmed with 
duties pertaining to the steam railroads 
that it has very little actual knowledga 
of the interurban business."

PLEAS ARE EFFECTIVE. 


St. Joseph County Will Build Link Ib 
Lincoln Highway. 


South Bend, Ind., June 18.—As a re- 
sult of pleas made by Carl G. Fishev, 
Charles A. Bookwalter and W. S. Gil- 
breath, of Indianapolis, the St. Joseph 
coimty commissioners, instead of re- 
scinding the election of May 21, which

Niagara Falls. N. Y., June 18.—Jus- 
tice Lamar was at work early today on 
a reply to the statement

night by Emilio Rabasa, of the Mexican 
delegation, but waited word from Pres- 
ident Wilson and Secretary Biyan as to 
whether it should be made public. 


There was a great deal of speculation 
as to the reason for publishing the Mex- 
ican statement 
at 
this 
time. 
The 
American delegates were not offended, 
but they thought notice of publication 
of the substance of the. memorandum 
to which a reply had already been given 
should have been conveyed to them so 
that 
a response could have been pub- 
lished at the same time. 
In the Mex- 
ican statement no reference was made 
to the fact that the American delegates 
had replied. 


While it was said in some quarters 
that the action of the Mexican delega- 
tion savored of discourtesy the Ameri- 
can delegation felt that any effect upon 
negotiations that might be produced by 
airing an exchange of personal opinions 
in the press, the responsibility 
would 
fall on the Huerta delegates. 
It was 
made known that the American 
dele- 
gates answered almost immediately the 
memorandum received from Mr. Rabasa. 


The American Response. 


The response was considered by the 
American delegates as an adequate de- 
fense of the position they had assumed 
toward the establishment of a new pro- 
visional government. 
It is said to de- 
clare that the Mexican delegation had 
not taken into consideration 
the fact 
that the United States had no candidate 
for permanent president of Mexico and 
that under no circumstances would the 
American government be a party to any 
influence on the election. The preference 
for a constitutionalist 
for provisional 
president was due wholly to the belief 
that a man from that party must be 
taken to insure the disarmament of all 
factions that otherwise would 
menacc 
the new Mexican government if a man 
not satisfactory to the constitutionalists 
should be installed in place of Huerta. 
The position of the American govern- 
ment is that an agreement between the 
United States and Huerta on a neutral 
would be valueless unless the great body 
of constitutionalist troops were ready to 
accept him, which did not seem likely 
from their 
expressed attitude. 
When 
formal conferences are resumed tomor- 
row on the return of Minister Naon, of 
Argentine, it will be definitely deter- 
mined whether, 
in view 
of past dis- 
agreements, the 
conference 
should be 
prolonged for indefinite consideration of 
names offered by the two sets of dele- 
gates or whether their is a chance of an 
agreement if the mediators should sub- 
mit some names thev have in reserve. 


The Mexican delegates gave out a re-

in my cabin when I heard a sound like 
the report of a ca-imon.

steward 
entered immediately afterwards and be- 
gan speaking German, I said, 'for God's 
sake get out of Jaere' as I wanted to 
dress but 
he caught 
hold of me 
and 
pushed me out saying they were closing 
the water tight compartments and that 
if I did not hurr:' I should be shut in. 


"When I reached the deck I found the 
first 
and second claso passengers behav- 
ing coolly, but there was grea texcxite- 
ment 
among 
the steerage 
passengers. 
The women wero' shrieking and crying 
and the men running about 
aimlessly, 
waving their hands. 


"One woman who I believe was

Italian, threw her arras around ray neck 
and I had to force her off.

The warring elements in baseball do not 
seem to realize that they are killing base- 
ball as a sport, as well as an amusement 
enterprise. The public is getting disgusted 
wiUx all of them; and 
more 
eepeclaUy 
witii players. 
The latest Federal league 
move Is but a new blow to the game. 
It 
will take the game five years to get back 
to where it was a year ago, if it ever 
does. This applies to the major leag'ues. 
It la doubtful whether the harm done to 
the. minor leagues ever can be repaired. 


The Federal league is In bad tactical 
position. 
It shot Its bolt early In the sea- 
son. 
The fans, who welcomed the new 
league, flocked 
to its 
parks—and 
saw 
mediocre and badly balanced clubs. 


The brand of baseball served was not 
up to standard of major leag'ue baseball. 
They quit going. Attendance fell off. They 
had damaged .the older leagues without 
helping themselves. 


Thé promoters were in so deep they 
could not quit. 
Either they had to force 
their way Into organized ball as an equal 
major league or break up one of the ex- 
isting leagues. 


All over the country the minor leaguesj 
were crying for protection—and not get- 
ting it. 
The National leag'ue was badly

The Feds are now in this position: They 
must get great stars to renew interest in 
their organization.

Tn the meantime a r a f t was noticed 
moored to the op])osite 
bank 
of the 
stream, about eighty yards 
below the 
trench that was fighting jNIajor Bell's de- 
tachment. 
It would be necessary 
to 
swim the stream to get it, and I called 
for volunteers to do the work. 
Lieuten- 
ant 
Hardy, 
Trumpeter Barshfield, Cor- 
poral Drysdale (now a 
first 
lieutenant 
in the Tenth 
infantry), 
and 
Privates 
Huntsman and Willey stripped off theii 
clothing and plunged over the bank into 
stream. 


They swam across, got the raft and 
toAved it to our side. 
It was a gallant 
piece of work well done. 
During this 
time the field piece, the Colt gun and 
company D were pounding the near-by

trench with great vigor, while the Penn- 
sylvania company was handling another 
trench a little farther up stream. 


As soon as the r a f t reached our side 
I got on it with Jjieutenant Hopkins and 
t\\enty-one men of Company C, and we 
poled it to the other bank. 
After send- 
ing out patrols to the front in order to 
give warning of a possii)le counter at- 
tack from any force that might be con- 
cealed in the vicinity, we gave our at- 
tention to the trench opposite the artil- 
lery. it being tbe nearest. 
But upon 
reaching it we found t h a t the men in 
it had already raised the white flag and 
had signified to those across the river 
their desire to surrender. 


About 4 o'clock the brigade 
comman- 
der directed me to cross the railroad 
bridge with the regiment and deploy on 
the left of the Third artillery. 
So we 
formed column of fours and set out. 


Teh ties had been removed f r o m the 
bridge, making crossing it a very slow 
operation, but we made 
the 
greatest 
haste 
possible. 


We had just begun the crossing, the 
men 
picking 
their 
way gingerly 
over 
the stringers, when the whole 
Filipino 
line opened fire on the troops deployc'd 
on the north bank, the distance boing 
about 
twelve 
hundred 
yards. 
As the 
firing 
line of our troops was not more 
than a hundred yards in advance of tbe 
bridge, those of us on the structure nat- 
urally got our share of the bullets. 


I had crossed the bridge a t the head 
of the regiment, and found 
t h a t 
m y 
faithful orderly. Caldwell, had m y drip- 
ping horse awaiting me. and so mounted 
and conducted the first few men as fast 
as they could run along a road 
which 
ran a few yards in the rear of the pros- 
trate and silent men of the Tliird artil- 
lery. working their Krags for all they 
were worth, and directed 
them to con- 
tinue the line of t h a t organization to 
the left. 


•lust 
a f t e r leaving the railroad em- 
bankment 1 had passed two gray-haired 
sergeants of the Third 
artillery, 
lying 
within a few feet of each other, still and 
calm in death, their faces as placid as 
if they were only asleep. 


I do not know just how long the fight 
lasted, probably half an hour after we 
had got on the line. 
It stopped as sud- 
denly as it had begun. 


The troops bivouacked in line of battle 
and lay down to sleep where they had 
fought. 


On tbe second day following we re- 
sumed the hiarch. 


As tlie long, irregular line of blue ap- 
proached tbe river near Bocaue we could 
see trenches on the opposite bank. Soon 
came the crackle of the Mausers and the 
usual whining and zipping 
of 
bullets. 
We quickened our pace, and when we 
wexe 
within 
eight hundred 
yards 
the 
two battalions on the firing line opened 
up. 
We made the attack a t a f a s t walk, 
each man stopping only long enough to 
take aim. and reloading as he advanced. 
In some respects this method of a t t a c k 
is to be preferred to advance b y rushes, 
as the shooting is much more accurate. 


The Filipinos had learned by bitter 
experience t h a t it was n o t always best 
to remain too long in their trenches, es- 
pecially if the ground to the rear %vas 
open, so t h a t they could be shot down in 
getting away, and now, as the regiment 
began to yell and rush forward 
they 
vacated. 


A^Tiile we were forming on the north 
bank of this stream we, could see a t 
Bigaa station, about t w o ' m i l e s up the 
track, a number of railroa-d trains, and 
could see t h a t t h e enemy's troops wore 
entraining. 
Our field guns opened and 
created much confusion among them. 


The railroad bridge was burning, b u t 
the fire had made but very little prog- 
ress and was put out. 


I was standing at the north end of the 
captured bridge, talking to General Mac- 
Arthur and watching ray regiment cross, 
when we were startled by a most ter- 
rific fire opened on us. The bullets came 
from the north, and it was correctly sur- 
mised that the enehjy's trenches were in 
the edge of the woods on the opposite 
side of the 
field. I t was by far the 
best shooting that I have ever seen the 
Filipinos do. They were beyond the ef- 
fective range of our Springflelds, and 
knew it. They had the exact range and 
were using their sights, and had a good 
rest for their rifles over the parapet of 
their trench. 
The bullets were whipping 
up little dust spots all about, and actual- 
ly filling the air with their various sorts 
of noises. 
Major P. B. Strong, adjutant 
general of the division, standing within 
three feet of General MacArthur, was 
wounded, and dozens of bullets struck 
the bridge. 


The two regiments crossed with great 
rapidity, each company, as it cleared the 
bridge, deploying and rushing up to the 
firing line. 


We soon began to advance by rushes, 
in order to come to close quarters. 
I 
was up on the firing line and, having 
occasion to look to the rear in order 
to see if all of the regiment had cleared 
the bridge, was astonished a t the num- 
ber of writhing forms in the little part 
of the field that we had crossed, and at 
the number of men being assisted to 
the 
shelter of the few straw 
stacks. 
The cry of "hospital corps" was coming 
from all sides. 


Chief Trumpeter Barshfield and T were 
stooping down behind the prone men of 
Company G. and m y attention was at- 
tracted to the difficulty one of the men. 
Private Birlew, was having in extract- 
ing a shell that had jammed in his piece. 
I was so close I could have touched him, 
and do not supopse i watched him more 
than three seconds, when 1 saw one 
whole side of his head torn open, and 
bi|} face dropped down into the rice stub- 
ble, hi» hands clutched convulsively, ajpd 
iif«'M h»ft!e with Mm ^as'over.^he

United States inter-oceanic nnd naval 
ba?c concessions for a $3.000.000 pay- 
ment and proposing the extension of a 
protectorate over 
that 
republic 
was 


again discussed today by the 
foreign 


relations committee. 
Secretary Bryan 


nnd Charles A. Douglass, attorney for 


tho. Nicarnguaii government, further ex- 
plained the terms of the treaty and an- 
swered questions. 


A sharp fire of questions was directed 


at Mr. Douglass to develop whether the 
main purpose of tlie pact was to con- 
tinue the present Xicaraguan govern- 
ment in power anil to show whether 
then; was any minimus between that 
government and American bankers. 


Senators interpreted the treaty 
to 


moan the United States would guaran- 
tee the maintenanceof political condi- 
tions as they now exist. This proposal 
wns not approved kindly by several 
senators, including some, democrats. 


Mr. Douglass explained that the, peo- 


ple of Nicaragua desired the ratification 
of a treaty with such a guaranty to 
prevent further revolutions and estab- 
lish n permanent and stable govern- 
ment. 
He agreed that it would tend 


to preserve in power for the present at 
least tho administration 
now in office.

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Governmental Revenues. 


This is still a bilLion-dollar country. It is befrining to 


be plainly evident that, congressional appropriation bills 
to provide for tho next fiscal year are going to reach a 
total considerably in excess of that sum. and higher than 
those of any previous year. Democratic, plans for a re- 
duction of governmental expenses have gone awry, but it 
has been in the face of demands of an unusual character 
that could scarcely be foreseen. 


Chief of these, of course, has been the Mexican trou- 


ble, which has been a. source of continuous outlay over and 
above the ordinary run of govemiwnlal affairs, and no- 
body is yet able to tell where the expense is going to end. 
It has cost a lot ft 
1 money to occupy Vera Cruz and state, 


war and navy departments have been compelled to face 
heavy extraordinary expenses by reason of the Mexican 
imbroglio. The Alaskan railway undertaking is another 
big thing financially, and we, have not yet been able to end 
the expenditures for the Panama canal, which have been 
averaging $35,000,000 a year, and where some $320,000,- 
000 of Uncle Rani's money has been necessary to date. 


The rivers and harbors bill has been increased by 


senate amendment until it now calls for practically $53.- 
000.000. and while there is a lively fight on some of its 
"pork ban-el" features, the probability is that it will be 
but little reduced from this figure by the time it passes. 
Up to this time the democratic leaders have been able to 
prevent the appearance of a public, building bill, and it 
may be possible that this always pretentious expense can 
be eliminated, to the saving of from £30,000,000 to $50,000,- 
000. 
Turning to the question of how these expenditures 


are to be met, it is interesting to note that while the re- 
ceipts from income tax are falling below the estimates, the 
tariff and the internal revenue receipts are exceeding the 
totals used as a basis of computation, so that, tremendous 
as the job of providing the money would seem, the balance 
promises to be retained on the right side of the ledger. 


A Los Angeles judge who inflicted a fine of $150 and a 


stiff lecture as a penalty for carrying a revolver suggested 
in all seriousness a law providing for ten years in prison 
for the gun-toter. Measured by its possibilities for harm, 
the practice deserves the most" drastic, treatment and the 
punishment advocated may not be unduly severe after all, 
The man who carries a pistol is merely piling up trouble 
both for himself and for others, as multiplied\nstances in 
Fort Wayne and elsewhere have shown time and again. It 
has never served a good purpose, and the practice is whol- 
ly unjustified in the case of the individual in the' ordinary 
walks of life. If you're tempted to carry a pistol, dont." 


The condition of Colonel Roosevelt's throat which has 


led physicians to forbid him taking the stump in the cam- 
paign this fall is to be sincerely regretted, for his absence 
from the platform will rob the contest of a good deal of its 
spectacular attractiveness. However, the colonel will still 
be abe to write and to make motions, and that will help 
some. 


"Word from Washington is to the general effect that 


scores of new fourth-class postoffice appointments for In- 
diana are to bar snade within a very short time. This will 
be cheering news to a good many small-town aspirants 
who have clung to hope with infinite difficulty in the face 
of grave doubt whether after all the true patriot is proper- 
ly appreciated in this land of the free. 


The Fourth of July spirit is manifesting itself so early 


in Fort Wayne this year that the police department has 
found it necessary to issue an order forbidding the sale of 
fireworks prior to July 3.' When one comes to think of it, 
that will leave ample time both for the youngster to har- 
vest his crop of burned fingers and lacerations and for the 
general public to get its fill of noise.

Tlie American Response. 


Tho response was considered by'th

tinue the line of that organization to 
the left. 


.lust after leaving the railroad em- 


bankment T had passed twn gray-haired 
sergeants of the Third artillery, lying 
within a fov feet of each other, still anil 
calm in death, their faces as placid as 
if they were 'inly aslor-p. 


I do not know just how- long the tight 


l.ietod. probably half an hour after we 
had got on the line. It Ft-opped as sud- 
ilenly as it. had begun. 


The troops bivouacked in line of battle 


and lay down to sleep vvhero they Iind 
fought . 


On the second day following wp re- 


sumed the march. 


Ap the long, irregular line of blue ap- 


proached the river near Boca ne. u'e could 
see trenches on the opposite bnnk. Soon 
came the crackle of the Mauserx ixnd the 
usual whining and zipping of bullets. 
We quickened our pace. n,nd "when wo 
were within eight hundred ynrdn , the 
two battalions on thr firing line opened 
up. Wo. m«de the attack at n fast walk, 
each man stopping only long enough to 
take aim. and reloading as he advanced, 
In some, respects thi* method of attack 
is to be preferred to advance- by ni«hos. 
as the shooting is much more accurate. 


The Filipinos had learned by bitter 


experience t.hat it was not alwava best 
to remain too long in their trenches, es- 
pecially if the ground to the rear w~as 
open, so that they could hi* shot down in 
getting away, and now. as the regiment 
began to yell and rush forward 
they 


vacated. 
' While we were forming "n tlie north 
bank of this stream we could see at 
Kigaa station, about two miles up the 
track, a number of railroad trains, and 
could see that tin- j-iu-my's troops were 
entraining. 
Our tield guns opened and 


created much confusion among them. 


The railroad bridge was burning, but 


the fire had made but very little prog- 
ress and was put out. 


T was standing at the north end of the 


captured bridge, talking to General Mac- 
Arthur and watching my regiment- cross, 
when we were startled by a most ter- 
rific fire opened on us. The. bullets came 
from the north, and it was correctly wir- 
mised that the enemy's trenches were, in 
the edge of the woods on thn opposite 
side of the Held. 
It wan by far the 


best shooting that T have ever seen the 
Filipinos do. The.y were beyond the ef- 
fective range of our Springfields. and 
knew it. They had the exact range anri 
were using their sights, and had a good 
rest for their rifles over the parapet of 
their trench. The bullets -were shipping 
up little dust spots all ahmit. and actual- 
ly filling the air with their various sorts 
of noises. 
Major 'P. B. Strong, adjutant 


general of the division, standing within 
three feet of General MaeArtiiur. was 
wounded, and dozens, of bullets struck 
the bridge. 


The, t.wo regiments crossed with great 


rapidity, each company, as it cleared the 
bridge, deploying and rushing; up to the 
firing line. 


Wo soon began to advance hy rushes, 


in order to come to close quarters. 1 
•was up on the firing lino and. having 
occasion to look to the rear in order 
to see if all of the regiment hail cleared 
the bridge, was astonished at the num- 
ber of writhing forma in the little part 
of the field that we had crossed, and at 
the number of men being a.ssisti-d to 
the shelter of the few straw 
stacks. 


The cry of "hospital corps" was coming 
from all sides.
